The Kiwanis meeting Wednes- 
day was especially interesting 
when Dr. Young of the State De- 
partment of Health was the 
speaker. He told of some of the 
things that that department is 
doing in the way of promoting 
better health of the citizens of 
Michigan. 

Several guests were present 
from Gayiora—Frank Shipp, 
g.esident of the Gaylora Kiwais 
c4up, Paul Macvonaid, iNorman 
nasser and Ray Mcssiniey. 
bach was uwormauy presenvea 
by President Cluippert. 

Dr. Young, who is spending a 
tew days in this county huntung 
ucer, began his aaaress by say- 
Mg now lortunate are the people 
or wrayling in having Dr. Key- 
pur. anu wr. Clippert for physic- 
ians. These Doctors are recogniz- 
ea not only in Michigan but na- 
tuonally as well, he said. 

According to the speaker the 
big object of his department is to 
work for the lowering 
aeath and_ sickness rate. 
State Department, as a part of 
its. functioning, provides the 
tools for the local nealth officers 
ana at all times aim to know 
when and where there are out- 
breaks of communicable diseases. 
Such diseases must be checked 
aimost as soon as they begin. Due 
to modern sanitation and me- 
thods, typhoid fever is almost en- 
tirely stamped out. The death 
rate in Michigan is now. only 
about 50 out of 1,000, due to 
modern sanitation. 

Traverse City, one of the latest 
to establish a sewage disposal 
svstem, in spite of the once bitter 
opposition toward it, is now de- 
lighted with the improvement. 
The bay is now free from pollu- 
tion. The State laboratories now 
provide new methods which are 
passed along to the physicians of 
the State. 

All this wonderful work that 
is being done by the State de- 
partment is accurately recorded. 
The percentage of errors is only 
about % of 1%, which is almost 
nil. The diphtheria record is 
the lowest in Michigan of any 
state and nation in the world. 

Remedies and methods have 
been invented by Dr. Young and 
other members of the State staff, 
which are passed along to Mich- 
igan physicians, and sold to other 
states and nations. The revenue 
from these sales are used for 
further advance of health science 
here in Michigan. The State de- 
partment has given away pro- 
ducts for the benefit of the people 
of Michigan that would cost 
many millions of dollars. 

The above is only a few of the 
many things of interest that were 
told by Dr. Young. It was quite 
a revelation to most of those 
present to learn of some of the 
things the State is doing in the 
interest of better health. 

The people of Michigan are 
fortunate in having such a sci- 
entist as Dr. Young at the head 
of this important department.

the familiar long yellow sheet on 
which titles to the more than a 
million motor vehicles in the 
state are registered, will disap- 
ear, to be replaced by a new 
iorm about half the size of the 
resent one. The new form will 
on paper watermarked with

Most of the sixteen districts of 
the National Reemployment Ser- 
vice are rapidly apnroaching the 
hundred per cent mark in the 
registration of welfare recipients, 
Major Howard Starret, state di- 
rector of this branch of the De- 
partment of Laber announced to- 
day 

“As soon as we have the names 
of all welfare people in our files 
we will be better able to con- 
centrate our efforts toward find- 
ing jobs in private industry for 
all unemployed as well as_ for 
people who are working on tem- 
porary federal work projects,” 
Major Starret said. “At the pres- 
ent time we are registering both 
relief and non-relief people for 
work on work-projects and for 
jobs in private industry.” 

Among the sixteen districta the 


number of relief people register- 
ed, the Traverse City district of 
which Grayling is a part, reached 
98 per cent. 

The National Reemployment 
Service assigned 13,228 Michigan 
men and women to jobs in priv- 
ate industry and on work-relief 
last week. There is no fee for 
this service to either employer or 
employee. 

Major Starret also announced 
that all offices of this branch of 
the Department of Labor had in- 
stalled the perpetual inventory 
system during the week end. 

“Under this system, which has 
been adopted in all sections of 
the country, we will be able to 
tell from week to week just how 
many men and women are un- 
employed,” Major Starret said. 
“But what is more important, 
under the new coding system, we 
will know just what kinds of 
work these unemployed can do.” 

“The new coding system also 


gives us a chance to transfer the 
technologically unemployed from 
Major 


one trade to another,” 


Starret said. “For example, 

we have an over-supply of fur 
niture upholsterers, we can sen 
them to an auto body plan 


where they can be easily train 
to trim car interiors.”
